No. 12 (l)-Tar/74,—The Tariff Commission undertook an enquire under Section il (e) 
read with Sectirn 13 ofthe Tariff Commission Act, 1951 (50 cf 1951) on the continuance of pro¬ 
tection to the Dyc-Intermcdiatcs Industry beyond 3i8t Dccemoer, 1974. The Commission's 
recommendations and the Government's decisions thereon are given in the Table below :—

The 
Commission urges upon the Government 
to re-vitalisc the working of the Standing 
Committee and request it to meet rpgularly 
to discuss the various problems of the 
industry and submit its recommendations 
to the Government from time to time so that 
nocessaty action can be taken expeditiously. 


15 If the licences granted to the industrial units 
remain on paper and the installed capacity 
dose not increase, the industry is in for 
severe shortages of supply in the coming 
years. It Is therefore, recommended that 
effective steps betaken by the authori¬ 
ties concerned to ensure the expeditious 
implementation of licences Issued and also 
to sec that the industry gets the necessary 
assistance in time in the supply of baaia 
raw materials etc., so vital for its growth.

17 Some of the complaints in respect of supply 
and distribution and unhealthy trade prac¬ 
tices alleged against the producers do 
appear to be well founded- The manufac¬ 
turers of items that arc protected have an 
obligation to the consumers regarding 
maintenance of reasonable process and 
good quality. This is a matter which should 
receive serious consideration of _ the 
Assctciations representing the dye-inter¬ 
mediates industry. 


Attention of Associations r^rcsentlijf the 
dye-intermediates industry is drawn to this 
recommendation. The Mlmifty of petroleum 
and Chemicals will keep a vigilant eye on 
distribution and trade pracflcos and prices 
of dye-intcrmedlates.
